The roads 
affected at, noon were the Santa Fe, 
the N o r th e r n and Southern Pacific,the 
W e s te rn Indiana, the Pan Handle, the 
Modod, the Grand Trunk, the Erie, the 
Illin o is Central, the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Chicago & Great W estern, the

vent the departure of any regular 
passenger trains from Chicago during 
the day or night, the officials of the 
various roads m aking up and hand­ 
ling the trains until they were well on 
their way to the various destinations. 
The blow against the Erie, Grand 
Trunk, Monon and E astern Illinois 
was struck through the W estern In­ 
diana Term inal system which handles 
the trains of these roads. Their switch­ 
men, 
signal-towermen, round house- 
men, and all engineers and firemen 
but two struck during the day. When 
the N orthern Pacific switchm en quit 
trouble began for the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral and the Chicago G reat Western. 
At ll o'clock the Pan Handle men 
w alked out. 
This was a big surprise 
to, the officials of the road. 
Debs' m aster stroke, however, oc­ 
curred a t m idnight, when every em­ 
ploye on the Santa Fe belonging to 
the American Railway Union 
was 
ordered out. 
The order had no im­ 
mediate effect in Chicago, one switch 
engine and its crew working all night 
in the yards. 
The officials of the 
road, which is in the hands of the re­ 
ceiver. say th at they will apply for 
United States court protection. 
So far no violence has been a t­ 
tempted. 
Two hundred policemen put 
in the day in various railroad yards, 
but their services were not needed. 
Chief Brennan says he has 2,000 men 
who can be massed a t any point in­ 
side of an hour. 
President Debs declared last night 
th a t the union would concentrate its 
efforts against the Illinois Central, 
the Santa Fe, and the W estern In­ 
diana. 
Yesterday he was assured of 
the sym pathy and assistance of the 
K nights of Labor, Grand M aster Sov­ 
ereign telling him th a t they would be 
w ith him until the end. 
The Switchmen's M utual Aid asso­ 
ciation, through its president, Miles 
W. Barrett, has refused to co-oper8t8 
with the strikers. 
When asked w hat reply would be 
'made to the refusal to pledge the as­ 
sociation to any assistance in the 
present struggle. President Debs said: 
“I shall make no reply to his letter, 
b u t I will say to the public th a t if his 
organization ever gets into trouble 
the American Railway Union will 
render all assistance w ithin its power 
to see th a t rig h t and justice prevails.**

corporated in our immigration and 
naturalization laws to prevent un­ 
worthy im m igrants from landing on 
our shores and from obtaining citi­ 
zenship.

Where the Capital Stock Is Less 
than $ 100,000 a Discrimination— 
News of the Capital—Progress of 
the Debate. 


W a sh in g to n , June 28.—Only eleven 
senators were present when Vice-Presi­ 
dent Stevenson rapped for order year 
terday. 
Twenty minutes were spent 
aw aiting the appearance of a quorum. 
A bill to amend the act providing for 
the times and places for holding term s 
of the United States court in the state 
of W ashington was passed. 
Then the debate on the income tax 
provisions of the tariff bill was re­ 
sumed. 
The pending am endm ent was 
th at of Senator Allison to exem pt cor­ 
porations, companies or associations 
having a capital stock of less than 


ex uu, OOO. 
Senator Hill immediately took the 
floor. 
The theory of this income 
tax, 
he 
said, 
was 
th at 
the 
incomes 
from 
individual 
invest­ 
ments, unless they exceed $4,000 should 
not be subject to the tax. 
But no 
such lim itations existed as to corpora­ 
tions. 
He could see no reason for the 
distinction. 
He thought some am end­ 
ments had been adopted th at would 
give a small corporation the same ex­ 
em ption granted to individuals 
Senator Vest, in reply to Senator 
Hill, said th at under the present sys­ 
tem of taxation, the tariff system, th e 
citizens paid upon consumption. 
I t 
was unjust and unequaL 
The poor 
paid practically as much as the rich. 
Property and income* in his opinion, 
should pay for the protection of the 
governm ent 
Why should taxes be levied not upon 
the property, but upon# the w ants of 
the citizen? The $4,000 exemption to 
individuals, w hether the figure was 
the correct one or not, was the am ount 
fixed as the cost of living. 
Corpora­ 
tions consumed nothing; they are en­ 
titled to no exemption and should have 
none. 
Senator Vest thought the bill was 
peculiarly just and 
considerate of 
corporation* 
If the rule th a t applied 
to individuals was to be applied to 
corporations the exemption of $4,000 
should 
be allowed to corporations 
large or small. 
Senator Allison modified his amend­ 
m ent so as to exem pt corporations 
whose capital and surplus did not ex­ 
ceed $100,000, the cost of insurance, 
etc., of any m anufacturing or trading 
company to be considered in estim at­ 
ing expenses. 
Mr. Allison finally decided to w ith­ 
draw his amendment. 
Mr. Smith offered the am endm ent

IS FRANK E. CONE.

Is 


Sad 
and Interesting Case—Married 
When Sixteen Years of Age—Con­ 
victed of Bigamy—Sent Up for a 
Year—Working for a Pardon—He 
W ill Get It Many Believe. 


Frank Cone, a very fine looking 
young man, is dying at the Waupun 
state prison, of quick consumption. 
He is serving a term of one year hav­ 
ing been found guilty of bigamy. His 
case is a rather sorrowful as well 
as 
an interesting one. 
On the 31st day 
of October, ls83, young Cone was liv­ 
ing in Janesville. 
He was not yet 
sixteen years of age, but had b?en 
keeping company with Miss Edith 
Sprague, who was eighteen years of 
age. 
They were married on that day, 
notwithstanding their tender years, 
by Rev. Thomas Walker of Janesville. 
They lived together until April 29, 
188(3, when the husband left home in 
search of work. 
During the next two 
years the wife heard little of her hus­ 
band. 
September 9 th, 
1891, Cone 
was united in marriage at Racine to 
Sarah Chase, Rev. J. E. Farmer of the 
First M. E. church, performing the 
ceremony. 
The groom informed the 
minister that he had beep married be- 
fore; but had obiklhhd a divorce. 
A rrested For 
B igam y. 
On March 23, 1893, Mrs. Cone No. I, 
who had been living at Edgerton, ap-. 
• peared in Racine and had ber husband 
arrested on charge of bigamy. 
He 
had an examination before Court Com­ 
mission R. L. Upchurch, and was held 
to the circuit court for trial. 
An un­ 
cle furnished a bond, but after a few 
months the bondsman gave bim up and 
he was lodged in jail. 
Found Guilty. 
At the next term of court he wa6 
found guilty. 
The defense made a 
motion for an arrest of judgement on 
the ground that the facts proved did 
not warrant 
a conviction and the 
court being of the cpinioD that the 
question of law raised thereby was so 
important and doubtful as to require 
a decision of the supreme court. Judge 
Fish certified to the facts and for­ 
warded to the supreme court for its 
decision. 
The 
question 
submitted 
was: 
“ Can the defendant 
convicted of bigany under 
facts?” 
Sent To 
Prison 
This was August 25, 
months Cone lay in jail waiting a de­ 
cision of the supreme court. 
It came 
December 18, 1893 when the supreme 
court answsred the question in the 
affirmative. 
There was nothing for 
Judge Fish to do but to sentence Cone 
which he did in February last for one 
year. 
F ailin g Fast. 
During the past few weeks Cone has 
been failing fast with quick consump­ 
tion. 
Two physicians have examined 
him and say that he cannot live his 
time out. 
One of his relatives went 
up to see him a day or two ago and 
found him slowly dying. 
A fter a Pardon. 
Friends have commenced ^he circu­ 
lation of a petition and it is being 
signed by large numbers of people, 
praying that he be pardoned. 
The 
petition will be sent to Governor Peck 
in a short time. 
It is believed by a majority of citi­ 
zens that the pardon will be granted. 
When Cone first married he wa? a 
mere boy and if anybody erred it was 
the minister who married him to the 
girl bride. 
He supposed that the 
marriage was null and void and never 
dreamed that his first girl wife would 
tnrn up and prosecute him.

SH O PIER E BUGGY W AS A WRECK- 


Copenhagen to Have the 
H ighest One 


In Europe. 


It has been decided to build a tower, 
on somewhat similar lines to the Eiffel 
tower, in a park outside of Copenhagen, 
on an elevated spot, from whence 
there will be an exceptionally tine 
view* over the city, the surrounding 
picturesque country, the sound, and a 
long distance into Sweden. 
It will be 
built exclusively of iron and steel, and 
the foundation will be of cement con­ 
crete. The height will be considerably 
more modest than the tower of Black­ 
pool and Paris, viz., only 430 feet, but 
then the locality is some ninety feat 
above the level of the sea. 
The diam­ 
eter of the base will be IOO feet, and 
there will be three platforms, a t re­ 
spectively 
loo feet. 200 feet and 359 
feet 
The lowest platform will rest 
on a structure of the shape of an even 
sixteen-sided pyramid, and will itself 
be octagonal, each side being forty- 
six feet. 
This platform will have in 
its 
central 
portion an 
octagonal 
pavilion for restaurant, etc. 
In the 
upper portion of the pavilion will be 
access to staircase and elevator to the 
upper 
platforms. 
The 
access 
to 
the 
lower 
platform will 
be 
by 
two staircases and two elevators; tho 
capacity of the latter will be about a 
dozen passengers each, and their max­ 
imum speed Iii feet per second. 
It 
has not yet beon decided whether they 
will be worked by hydraulic power or 
electricity. 
The second and 
third 
platforms will also he octagonal, fit­ 
ting into cu ries of respectively 54 feet 
and 31 feet in diameter. 
These will 
have stone floors, and the access to 
them from the lower platform will be 
by means Qf two staircases and two 
eight-passenger 
elevators, 
round 
which the staircases are placed. 
The 
top structure, which will be double, 
will, in its lower portion, be 19 feet in 
diameter and 31 feet high; IO feet 
above the third platform there will be 
a floor, intended for military and 
other observations. 
The upper por­ 
tion will be 9 feet wide and 16 feet 
high, and there will here he placed a 
powerful electric light 
The whole 
structure will be lighted by electri­ 
city, but gas will also be laid on as 
a reserve. 
The cost is calculated at 
S 160, OOO.

The tow er is designed by Mr. A. W. 
S te w a rt b u t some of its details have 
been modified since 
Sir 
B enjam in 
B aker and Mr. S tew art took th e w ork 
of erection in hand. 
Sir Edw in W atkin secured the de­ 
sign, it should be said, in response to 
a prize offered for such a tow er. W hen 
th e design w as selected it had eight 
legs. 
These they have now reduced 
to four, b u t really the base consists of 
fo u r groups of four legs each, and each 
leg rests on its own concrete founda­ 
tion. 
It is nearly tw o years since the 
M essrs F irbank put in the founda­ 
tions. 
The building of the 
tow er 
above foundation level is being done 
by Messrs. Hee nan & Froude of M an­ 
chester, who are not w ith o u t experi­ 
ence in such work. 
They w ere th e 
builders of the tower, 500 feet high, a t 
Blackpool. 
Mild steel is the m aterial used for 
th e m ighty structure. 
We give tw o 
sketches w hich w ill enable th e reader 
to understand how m uch higher the 
W atkin w ill be as com pared w ith the 
E iffel tow er a t Pans. 
The tow er w ill som ew hat resem ble 
th e one a t Paris, b u t th e arrangem ents 
of lifts w ill be d iffere n t 
T here w ill 
be four lifts. 
Two w ill ascend to the 
h eig h t of 150 feet only, and tw o w ill 
go up to 900 fe e t 
They w ill be all in ­ 
dependent, and w ill be driven by 
w inding engines. 
A t W em bly P ark there is n o t the 
sam e necessity as a t Paris to have an 
open space under the tow er, so th a t 
vertical lifts can be used. 
These w ill 
trav el m ore quickly th a n if they had 
to pass up one of th e legs. 
T here is 
th e fu rth er advantage th a t the lif t 
gu ides w ill stiffen the stru ctu re and 
help to support the first platform , 
th u s enabling lig h ter girders to be 
used. 
To show w hat is involved in the 
erection of such a lo fty stru ctu re we 
m ay give a description of a base. Each 
base piece w eighs ten tons, and stands 
on a sole plate 9 feet by 7 feet 
inches thick. 
T hen seven 12-inch by 
inch joists, 
% -inch thick, 
are 
riveted to th e plate, and on them is 
an o th er plate of th e same dim ensions. 
Jo ists have been le t into th e con­ 
crete on w hich the bases rest, so that, 
lf necessary, they may 
be 
moved 
slightly for 
the 
purpose 
of 
ad­ 
justm ent. 
T here m ight be 
a risk 
of 
the 
leg 
slipping

w ard during erection. 
To prevent 
th a t the bottom sole plate has riveted 
to it a I % inch by 4 M inch angle of 
steel 5-8 of an inch thick. 
The base 
pieces are held in position by bolts of 
2% inches in diam eter, w ith a 3 inch 
th read and a len g th of 12 fe e t 
Above the brace pieces the legs are 
in 26 feet lengths, braced together by 
cross and diagonal girders. 
Each of 
these sections w eighs seven tons, and 
is constructed of plates 7-16 of an inch 
in thickness. 
The angles are 4 inch 
by 4 inch of Ii inch thickness of m etal. 
A steam w'inch has h ith erto done all 
th e raising w ith “ sheer legs.*’ sixty- 
flve feet high, a t each tow er Jeg. 
The 
erection w ill be continued by m eans 
of four electric cranes. 
These w eigh 
about tw enty tons, and w ill be run on

ants, side show’s and a concert hall 
w ill be b u ilt 
The second platform 
w ill be a t an altitu d e of 500 feet, and 
th is will contain sim ilar buildings to 
the low er platform , b u t on a sm aller 
scale, as the space a t com m and w ill 
be m uch less. 
H igher still a th ird platform w’ill be 
built, and on this w ill be a postoffice, 
a telephone call office and o th er sm all 
buildings. 
H ight a t the top w ill be 
an observatory and a very pow erful 
electric lig h t from w hich the beam s 
should be seen from g reat distances. 
T h a t on the Eiffel tow er has been seen 
seventy m iles away. 
T he tow er is ex­ 
pected to be finished early in 1©95, 
and w’ill cost 81,000,000.

lf Ton Want No Mistakes Yon Should 
Fay Doable Rates. 
A decision of im portance relating to 
the liability of telegraph companies in 
sending messages has been made by 
the Supreme court of 
the United 
States. 
The court decides th a t the 
W estern Union Telegraph company is 
not liable in damages to the sender of 
a message in cipher for errors in tran s­ 
mission thereof. 
The case came up 
from the Circuit court of the United 
States for the Eastern 
district of 
Pennsylvania, where Frank J. Prim ­ 
rose sued the telegraph company for 
$100,000 damages for mistakes in send­ 
ing a cipher telegram from Philadel­ 
phia to Waukeenv, Kan.
